It needed
no interpreter of American sentiment to ad¬
vise Minister de Lome that if that report
were true his vocation as an obstructionist
to the adoption of resolutions favoring the
Cuban cause would be at an end. The
Spanish Minister is not only a trained dip¬
lomat, but he is more than that. He is a
man of brains, of perception and of tact.
He fully comprehended the importance to
his Government of the release of Walter
Dygart, poor, unknown and friendless
though lie was. He understood the senti¬
ment, supporting the Journal when It said
to Spain:
"You touch with harsh and unjust hand

the very least of these American citizens,
and the American Republic will demand of
you such a reckoning as will wipe the last
vestige of your authority from this hemi¬
sphere."

Leading Republicans in Congress, in Governors'
Chairs and in the Field Indicate That That Is

What Recent Events in Republican
Politics Mean.

Question."Do the recent events in Republican affairs indicate a re¬

turn to McKinleyism anda high protective tariffby the Republican party?"

Republican sentiment, as shown by telegrams to the Journal from Sen¬
ators and Representatives. Republican Governors and party leaders from
all sections of the United States, answers the question with a robust affirm¬
ative. Yet there is withal a'curious note of conservatism and caution ob¬
servable in the replies of some of the gentlemen interviewed. Above all, they
dislike the word "McKinleyism." This is natural enough for those who sup¬
port other candidates than the Ohio Napoleon. For them to accept that
word as the shibboleth of Republicanism.would be uncomfortably like chain¬
ing themselves to his victorious car.i But it is a little surprising to find the
follojvers of- McKinley avoiding the use of the word coined from the name of
their leader jLs tfta&oittg all'of^hem predict a re¬
turn to protection as a result of a Republican victory, which they calmly as¬
sume is now assured, they carefully avoid committing themselves to a "high"
tariff. They are strenuous in the assertion that Republican success means

protection, and that this is a question of principle, not schedules. They
mean what the country understands by McKinleyism, but political caution
bids them use more pretentious and high sounding, but less significant terms.

These men speak fOr the most part und£r a sense of obligation to their
favorite (^andwl»te, ^ t;o]^«s..feom;bein» candidates for
re-election. The one fact that shines out clearly, like a brilliant star on a

To sum up, the Republicans in Congress, save alorte the silver men, want
to win on the tariff alone. They do not care to go into details as to sched¬
ules. They want everybody to understand that he will get what he wants
when the Republicans come again. Details would be dangerous, are things
to be avoided, passed over as though they are not. So the expressions of
opinion sound somewhat like joyous ratification speeches.
